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sulphuric acid followed by subsequent warming. Here 4-O-methylhypoproto- 
cetraric acid (I) gave a spot at Rf. 0.42 (bluish-green turning violet) and 
notatic acid (II) a spot at Rf. 0.37 (green turning purple-brown). 

Alternatively these compounds could be developed in a mixed benzene,, 
dioxane, glacial acetic acid solvent (90 : 25 : 4) (Huneck 1968) and developed 
by spraying with 10% alcoholic ferric chloride solution. Here (I) gave a. 
blue-violet spot at Rf. 0.60 and (II) a purple spot at Rf. 0.53.
